Copenhagen, Oct. 31.—Marshal Foch's ar- 


mistice terms reached Berlin on Tuesday night, it 
is declared by Berlin newspapers. 


London, Oct. 31.—The Austrian commander- 


in-chief on the Italian front has applied to General 
Diaz for an armistice, it -was stated on high auth- 
ority this afternoon. The request was forwarded 
to the inter-allied council in Versailles.

May be Extended. 


London, Oct. 31 .—Turkey has agreed to an 


armistice, it •was learned here today. It •was stated 
that Turkey is now definitely out of war. 


Turkey approached Great Britain for the pur- 


pose of bringing about a separate peace. The ar- 
mistice •was the result. 


London, Oct. 31.—The Turkish army group 


in the Tigris region of Mesopotamia has surrender- 
ed, it was authoritatively announced here this af- 
ternoon. 


The armies consisted of one whole division 


and the best part of two others. 


General Marshal, the British commander, has 


been conducting a vigorous offensive in Mesopo- 
tamia for several days. 


Washington, Oct. 31.—British representatives 


concluded an armistice with Turkey at Salonika at 
noon today, according to authoritative informa- 
tion received here. 


The terms are said to include free passage of 


the Dardanelles and to be such that it will te im- 
possible for Turkey to resume hostilities. Turkey 
is thus definitely out of the war. 


London cables that Turkey had agreed to an 


armistice confirmed the general view here that she 
•would appeal direct to the allies and take what she 
•was given, provided the United States did not hur- 
ry its reply to the original note. 


London, Oct. 31.—Turkey is preparing a note 


to the allies which is tantamount to unconditional 
surrender, according to advices received here to- 
day. 


The note, it is said, will declare that Turkey 


will permit the-allied fleet to pass the Dardanelles, 
and will suggest the leading of an adequate force 
into Turkey to assist in the demobilization of the 
Turk armies.'

'Xearly all manure produced on the 


farms in the region to which tlie bul- 
letin refers accumulates in the man- 
ure yards. All cornstalks, 
straw, 


and other roughage n'ot used as bed- 
ding are added as needed to take up 
excess liquids. -In this way the cov- 
ered portion of the barnyard not on- 
ly •affords a dry 
and 
comfortable 


shelter for the live stool; during the 
winter months, 'but it protects the 
manure so that no leaching occurs. 
In some instances the corn fodJer is 
run 'through a cutter, which increas- 
es its power of absorption 
and 


makes the manure easier to handle. 
The tramping of the stock packs the 
manure, so that an even temperature

With the advent of the annual tur- 


key season, the following, pertinent 
suggestions from the Food Adminis- 
tration, are of especial interest to 
farmers find breeders' at'this time. 


"The turkey is still a wild bird. 


AH the 
efforts of the farmer and 


breeder have failed to 
domesticate 


this wandered into a barnyard de- 
pendent that puts' on fat at-the whim 
of the owner. A chicken will put 
feed into fat at almost any age and 
at any time the crop is kept filled 
with the right kind of feed. ... 


"The young turkey, however, is a 


long-legged, bug hunter, until the 
winter thatch of "feathers is put on 
and Nature suggests that it is time 
to store up a reserve for rigorous 
weather./ Turkeys will put on weight 
rapidly and economically at 
that 


season and raisers should take ad- 
vantage of it. 


"This, too/is the season 
when 


fields provide plenty of feed .that 
would otherwise go to whste and, in 
the wise of weed sed, would do dam- 
age to future crops. 


"Now, when we have need for ev- 


ery ounce of food that can be put 
into form for human consumption, 
wheiher fround by mills or gizzards, 
it is the soundest economy to let the 
young turkeys live through the fall 
bug-and-seed hunting seasonl 


"A young gobbler that weighs ten 


pounds in October will weigh twelve 
or thirteen sixty days later if given 
a i little extra feed along toward the 
end of that -period.

Young gobblers should be of suffici- 
ent size to dress at least eight pounds 
before being sold. Let the. turkeys 
develop and grow fat."
